Non-Unionists 
W in 
NLRB Election to 
Decide Sole Bar­ 
gaining Agency. 


Hershey, Pa., April 24.—Employes 
of, the Hershey Chocolate corpora­ 
tion voted two to one here4 Friday 
against making the United Choco­ 
late Workers of America, a C. I. O. 
affiliate, their sole collective bar­ 
gaining agent. 
It was a smashing victory for the 
non-union employes wfho teamed up 
with hundreds of farmers here on 
April 7 to 
drive union 
sit-down 
strikers 
from 
the 
corporation’s 
plant. 
In sharp contrast with the vio­ 
lence of that day, when 22 persons 
were injured, 
the employes 
went 
peacefully to the polls in the fire 
hall to cast a total of 2.371 ballots 
-in the election, which U’as conduct­ 
ed by the National Labor Relations 
board. 
The question on Hie ballot was: 
“Do you want the United Choco­ 
late Workers of America, of CIO, to 
represent you .as the sole collective 
bargaining agent?" 
The vote was 781 for and 1.542 
against. 
About 40 votes were challenged 
and several were blank. 
An outburst of cheering by a |

outside 
the 
polling 
place 
greeted the announcement of the 
vote by Charles Hallman, president 
of the Loyal Workers’ Club, which 
had contested the right of the union 
to represent the Hershey employes 
Workers Held Satisfied 
In a statement 
issued 
shortly 
afterwards, William F R. Murrie, 
president of the corporation, said: 
“The vote here clearly indicates 


the satisfaction of the workers with 
the treatment that they have been 
receiving in the past by our com­ 
pany.” 
Russel Bellman, president of the 
union, said: 
“We will not give up 
our fight to organize the employes 
of the Hershey Chocolate corpora­ 
tion.”
